I hope my indulgent Peruſers will excuſe; the 
Errors that may appear in the Column of the Day's 
Work, as they vary in each County, nay, even 
upon the ſame Stream; for this reaſon I have left 
many 6lank + but it is generally regulated by the 
Weight.

N. B. It is my duty to inform the Public, the New Duty 
upon Paper will fall very heavy on the Manufacturer, 
on account of the high price of Rags; and wanting a 
much greacer capital to carry it on, Paper will be of a 
higher price than the mere additional Duty. 
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A Short HISTORY of PAPER. , 
ROM the Papyrus we may trace the origin of 
Paper. It grows on the borders of the Nile. 

The head is compoſed of a number of ſmall graſſy 
filaments, each about a foot long. About the 
middle, each of thefe filaments parts into four, 
and in the point, or partition, are four branches 
of flowers: the head of this is not unlike an ear 
of Wheat in form, but which, in fact, is but a 
chafty, {ilky, foft-huſk. The whole length of the 
ſtalk, comprehending the head, is little above 
ten feet, of a vivid green, thickeſt at the bottom, 
and tapering up to the top; and is of a triangular 
form. The top was uſed to crown the ſtatues of 
the gods, men of merit, &. The bark, &c. was 
uſed as Paper in the time of Numa who lived 
three hundred years before Alexander the Great 
(See Vignette in the title page) - Hliny, Bruce. 
Cotton Paper was in uſe in the year 1000. Paper 
made of linen rags, 1417. The manufacture of it 
introduced into England at Dartford in Kent, 
1583. Scarce any but Brown Paper made in this 
Country, till 1690. White Paper firſt made in 
England, 1690. Sizing in the engine invented by 
a Chemiſt who lived near Temple-Bar. The far- 
theſt date I can trace it back is to 1746 or 47; 
uſed firſt at Mr. Fairchiid's Mill, Wickham. 
Blueing of Paper was the thought of Mrs. Buck- 
ingſhaw, Paper-Maker, Weſt Peckham, Kent, 
1746. The experiment firſt tried in the ſtuff, 
preparing for an ordinary Double Crown, it pro- 
duced more by Four Shillings per Bundle clear 
profit. On this occafion, Mr. Buckingthaw: took 
his wife home a new red cloat.— From the late
